British Warn Germans To Expect 
Increase in Mercy Deaths; 
Site Protests of Bishops 


LONDON—The German people can 
expect an increase in the practice of 
euthanasia, the British radio warned here 
in a broadcast to Germany commenting 
on the appointment of Storm Troop 
Leader Braun as dictator of the entire 
German health service. 

“We want to call the attention of 
German Catholics,” the British broad- 
cast said, “to the fact that their own 
bishops have condemned these so-called 
‘mercy deaths.’ ” 

The broadcast quoted the pastoral let- 
ter of March 22 last in which the Ger- 
man bishops. declared that German 
Christianity has learned “with horror” 
that “numerous mentally diseased per- 
sons who were in the care of insane asy- 
lums were killed at the order of the 
state.” 

The German Catholics were reminded 
that in his sermon preached in Hedwig 
Cathedral last July, Bishop Conrad von 
Preysing of Berlin included the practice 
of “mercy deaths” in his condemnation 
of national socialist doctrines. 

“Every life is sacred, whether it be 
the life of the unborn child, or the life 
of. the old who is no longer able to 
work,” the Berlin prelate was quoted as 
saying.

Alsace - Lorraine Churches Install 
Collection Boxes To Meet ‘Parish 
Fines” Imposed by Nazis 


LONDON—So many “parish fines” 
are imposed by the Nazis on churches in 
Alsace-Lorraine that many _ churches 
have installed collection boxes to meet 
these impositions. 

Permission must now be obtained 
from the Nazis for any religious func- 
tions held outside the church itself, even 
in the smallest villages. Such permission 
is often refused, or replies are sent after 
the actual date of the functions. 

If permission is granted a fee is de- 
manded. For small processions the fee 
is 3 marks; for Corpus Christi proces- 
sions, 40 marks. If a function outs'de 
a church is held without permission the 
least punishment to be expected is a 
fine.

Textile Religious Workers Group | 
Formed 


GREENSBORO, N. C.—Representa- 


tives of seven religious denominations 
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met here and organized the Textile Min- 
isters and Religious Workers Association, 
an organization designed to foster co- 
operation among the various faiths work- 
ing in the mill sections of Greensboro. 

The association, whose membership in- 
cludes 15 churches, plans monthly 
meetings.

United Church of Canada Acts To 
Meet Clergy Shortage 


BELLEVILLE, Ont. — Confronted 
with a serious shortage of ministers, the 
General Council of the United Church 
of Canada, in session here, voted to short- 
en the probation period for theological 
students and to raise the retirement age 
for clergymen from 65 to 68. 

The Council also approved the launch- 
ing of a campaign in the churches and 
schools to secure increased enrollments 
of ministerial students. 

The report of a special commission on 
theological colleges, which recommended 
that certain economies be instituted in 
the Church’s eight seminaries, was ap- 
proved after heated debate. A number 
of delegates had expressed the opinion 
that several of the schools should be 
closed. 

The Council voted to assess local con- 
gregations for the support of the 
Church’s pension fund and turned down 
a proposal that two moderators be 
elected at each biennial council meeting 
to hold office in succession.

Kentucky Rules Against Snakes 
In “Religious” Worship 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — Protection of 
the public from venomous snakes by ban- 
ning their use in “religious” worship is a 
proper use of the state’s police power and 
does not infringe individual liberty or 
freedom of worship, according to an 
opinion given here by Assistant State 
Attorney General Guy H. Herdman. 

“This handling of snakes with danger 
to the handlers or members of the sect 
and to the public invited to watch these 
so-called religious services,” Herdman de- 
clared, “is based upon the fanatical delu- 
sion that God will close the mouths of 
these venomous snakes and make them 
harmless, as He did for Daniel in the 
lions’ den. 

“It is in my opinion based wholly 
upon a misconception of religion and 
religious worship. This law is not a vio- 
lation of individual liberty or of the 
right to religious worship. 

“Religious worship is 


based upon 


man’s confidence of God’s omnipotence 
and not, as in this case, an attempt to 
make a sordid and spectacular testing of 
God’s power.” 

Herdman handed down the opinion at 
the request of R. S. Rose of Harlan, 
who said a preacher had questioned con- 
stitutionality of law after reading that 
Herdman, last July, advised Wallins 
Creek Police Judge Lewis Lyttle that 
he was within his rights in ordering the 
killing of rattlesnakes and copperheads 
used in so-called religious services.

Small Sects Seen “Crowding” Into 
Latin America 


LAKE JUNALUSKA, N. C..— Dr. 
Elmer T. Clark, of New York City, 
editorial secretary of the Board of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension of the Meth- 
odist Church, and editor of ‘The World 
Outlook,” told the annual Young Peo- 
ple’s Fellowship Assembly here that “a 
peculiar problem is emerging through- 
out Latin America” in the “presence of 
a large number of small sects which are 
crowding in from the United States.” 

“Among them,” said Dr. Clark, “are 
several varieties of independent churches 
calling themselves Pentecostals, Assem- 
bly of God, Jehovah’s Witnesses, Four- 
Square Gospel and Mormons. These 
bodies make up in zeal and energy what 
they lack in numbers. 

“These little sects proselyte among the 
other evengelistic groups and themselves 
and carry on a program of evangelism 
exclusively. They are discrediting Pro- 
testantism in the minds of a considerable 
section of the population of every coun- 
try. This is a peculiar problem, yet it is 
none the less one of importance.” 
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An Expesllien of 
Romans, Chap ter 


WHAT SHALL WE SAY THEN? 
“What shall we say then? Shall we 


continue in sin, that grace may abound? 
GOD FORBID,” Rom. 6:1,2. The 
question in this verse was asked on the 
strength of what is contained in the 
preceding chapter. You will note in 
Romans, chapter 5, that the key words 
to the chapter are “MUCH MORE.” 
See verse 8, “God commendeth His 
LOVE toward US, in that, while we 
were yet SINNERS, CHRIST DIED 
FOR US.” Praise the Lord. Verse 9, 
“MUCH MORE then, being now justi- 
fied by his blood, we SHALL BE SAVED 
from wrath through him.” Note, we 
were in sin but the “much more” grace 
of God brought us redemption through 
His blood. Again we say, “Praise the 
Lord!” Note verse 15, “But not 4s the 
offence, so also is the FREE GIFT. For 
if through the offence of one MANY 
BE DEAD, MUCH MORE the. grace 
of God, and the gift by grace, which is 
by one man, Jesus Christ, hath (already 
has) abounded unto many.” We enjoy 
this abundant grace by the free gift, 
even Jesus, who brought us out of a 
state of death to life by His “MUCH 
MORE” grace. Verse 17, “For if by 
one man’s offence death reigned by one; 
MUCH MORE they which receive 
abundance of grace and of the gift of 
righteousness shall reign in life by ONE, 
Jesus Christ.” Again we see the “much 
more” grace of God. See verse 20, “More- 
over the law entered, that the offence 
might abound. (Thank God!) But where 
sin abounded, grace did MUCH MORE 
ABOUND.” Read the entire fifth chap- 
ter of Romans and notice the MUCH 
MORE’S in it and your soul will feast 
on the Word. 

So we conclude that the Apostle Paul 
asked the question, “Shall we continue 
in sin that grace may abound?” because 
of the grace and mercy of God. He 
says, “God forbid.” The essence of all 
this is that we are not saved in our sins 
but from our sins and therefore can not 
continue in sin and expect the grace of 
God to abound. In this instance, 
GRACE means the favor of God, and 
in the light of all reason it is concluded 
that if we love God we will not violate 
His will or Word and expect to be the 
happy recipients of His grace (favor).

“Hello, Sonny,” he said. ‘’Lo,” the boy 
grunted without stopping his work. 
“What are you doing, Son?” the man 
next asked. “Choppin’ wood,” the boy 
kept on chopping. “For the home I sup- 
pose,” persisted the colporteur. ““Nope,” 
the boy’s reply was sullen and noncom- 
mittal. “Oh, then you are chopping wood 
to earn money.” “Yep,” replied the boy, 
preparing the block for splitting. The 
colporteur took courage, the boy was 
earning money, perhaps he would buy a 
Bible. ““No doubt you give your earn- 
ings to your parents,” he suggested. 
“Nope!” “Then why are you working 
and earning money, if not for the 
home?” queried the colporteur, getting 
ready to press the sale of a Bible. “To 
buy a rifle.” “Ah, yes! Now I under- 
stand, all you mountaineers want rifles 
with which to supply your table with 
wild turkey, deer, etc.” The boy 
stretched to his full awkward length, 
mopped his brow with his sleeve and sur- 
veyed the stranger. “Yes, Sir, they does 
—but not me!” “Well, then, what in 
the world do you want with a rifle?” 
asked the colporteur in surprise. “To kill 
a man,” the boy replied dispassionately. 
“To kill a man! Why in the world 
would you want to kill a man?” “He 
killed my pappy ’n I aims ter kill him!” 

The colporteur tried to reason with 
the boy about the Christian attitude. 
He tried to sell him a Bible, but all to 
no avail. The boy stuck doggedly to the 
mountaineers’ law. A man had killed his 
pappy and he was working to earn the 
money to buy a gun to kill the man 
who had killed his pappy. And that was 
that. Finally, the colporteur, feeling that 
this was a very exceptional case, gave 
the boy a Bible, exacting a promise from 
him to read it. 


Several years passed before the col- 
porteur again visited these parts in the 
course of his work.

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stopped him and asked, “Pardon me, Sir, 
but are you not the Bible salesman who 
was in these parts a number of years 
ago?” “Yes, I am,” replied the salesman, 
looking the young man over. “You don’t 
know me, do you?” the young man was 
smiling. “Seems I have met you before, 
but I meet so many,” the colporteur be- 
gan. “Why, I’m the young man to whom 
you gave the Bible who was working to 
earn the money to buy a gun to kill a 
man.” The colporteur was at once pleased 
and surprised to see the boy at liberty 
and so greatly changed. He eagerly asked 
for the boy’s story. 

“Well, Sir,” said the young man, “I 
began to read that Book you gave me, 
and the more I read, the less desire I 
had to kill. Finally, the Word began to 
grip my heart so strongly that I went 
out in the woods and promised the Lord 
that if He would save me I would never 
kill anyone as long as I lived. Well, Sir, 
He not only saved me but He called me 
to preach the gospel. I am now returned 
from college and am preaching to the 
family of the very man I wanted to 


kill.” 


“So then faith cometh by hearing and 
hearing by the word of God,’ Rom. 
10:17. 

In the same chapter of Romans, verses 
13, 14, we read, ‘For whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved” —but—“How then shall they call 
on him in whom they have not BE- 
LIEVED? and how shall they believe in 
him of whom they have not heard? and 


how shall they hear without a preacher?” 
—and again, verse 17, “So then faith 
cometh by hearing—the Word of God.” 

It is a great pleasure to the writer to 
go with one of his native evangelists 
far into the interior of tropical Mexico, 
where the Word of God has never before 
been preached, there to watch the eager, 
hungry, sin-darkened faces begin to 
light up as for the first time they drink 
in the Word of God like dry sands ab- 
sorbing water. One can literally see faith 
begin to take root in their hearts by the 
Word. And shortly this new faith begins 
to bear fruit in their hearts, and souls 
begin to be born into the kingdom. It 
makes one to realize more fully the true 
meaning of the words of John (1:1-2, 
14), “In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God and the 
Word was God. The same was in the be- 
ginning with God. And the Word was 
made flesh and dwelt among us.” 

Yes indeed! There is the very life of 
Jesus Christ in the Word of God and 
not only for the heathen in his darkness 
but for us who believe. Don’t you re- 
member when as a nominal church mem- 
ber believing in Jesus but not in His 
power to heal, you dragged your weary 
body to a holiness revival. You were 
skeptical but the preacher gave you the 
WORD. You still think he’s the best 
preacher you ever heard, because it was 
through him that faith was implanted 
in your heart to believe. So you were 
healed. Later he began to preach the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Again a new 
faith gripped your heart and you be- 
lieved it was for you. What a marvelous 
revelation of faith! You sought and re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, and oh, what 
joy, peace and power. 

But perhaps your faith seems to have 
lacked. You don’t get your prayers an- 
swered in that simple way of faith that 
you did then. Then turn back to the 
source of that original faith—the Word 
of God. Do you need faith for healing? 
Study and absorb every healing testi- 
mony in the Bible and every scriptural 
promise of healing. Take these promises 
and stand on them. Memorize them and 
quote them at the devil. Quote them 
against every pain and every evidence 
of defeat. The devil doesn’t like the 
Word of God. Pitchfork him with the 
Word every time he attacks and he’ll 
soon seek him a new victim to torment. 
“Resist the devil and he will flee from 
you,” James 4:7. Apply the same prin- 
ciple to whatever you desire in prayer.

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Among the multitudes gathered at 
Jerusalem for the Feast of Tabernacles, 
Jesus was the principal topic. Some ex- 
pressed their opinions of Him, saying, 
“He is a good man.” Others said, “He 
deceiveth the people.” The curious said, 
“Where is he?” And the thoughtful mar- 
veled, saying, “How knoweth this man 
letters, having never learned?” In this 
company there were believers, waiting 
for a chance to see and accept the long- 
awaited Messiah, as well as skeptics, hon- 
est doubters and the indifferent—a fit- 
ting and illustrative picture, a cross sec- 
tion of modern society. But Jesus knew 
all men. Like a master fisherman, He 
knew exactly how to prepare the bait 
that would appeal to every honest heart, 
and which would at the same time disarm 
His foes and critics. So He spoke the 
words of our text—a ringing challenge 
to every seeker after truth. He actually 
meant that if anyone would do the will 
of God as already revealed, he would 
come to know God. 

1. THE FACT THAT MEN MAY 
KNOW GOD IN THE ASSURANCE 
OF SALVATION IS ABUNDANTLY 
TAUGHT IN THE NEW  TES- 
TAMENT. “We know we have passed 
from death unto life’ (1 Jno. 3:14). 
“We know we are of God” (1 Jno. 5.19). 
“These things have I written unto you 
that believe on the name of the Son of 
God; that ye may KNOW that ye have 
eternal life” (1 Jno. 5:13). Paul spoke 
to his converts as though they were truly 
saved, and as though it were a matter 
with which they were all conversant. 
“Unto us which are saved” (1 Cor. 
1:18). They knew they were saved for 
they had the witness of their salvation 
within—the inner voice. “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son of God hath the wit- 
ness in himself” (1 Jno. 5:10). “The 
Spirit himself beareth witness with our 
spirit, that we are children of God” 
(Rom 8:16, R. V:). However, it does not 
seem to have been the purpose of Jesus at 
this time to prove the possibility of know- 
ing God, but rather to declare in the 
clearest possible language how men might 
come into possession of that knowledge. 

II. JESUS, THEREFORE, AN- 
NOUNCED A DEFINITE AND IN- 
FALLIBLE RULE OF PROCEDURE 
TO THAT KNOWLEDGE. “If any man 
willeth to do his will.” No faint-hearted 
wish to do the right, no half-hearted de- 
sire to some day become a Christian is 
here intimated. No hope here for the 
selfish, debased, besotted and disobedient 
until they resolve to leave off sin and do 
His will, trusting Him for grace and 
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guidance. Such may not expect to under- 
stand the secrets of God. “The natural 
man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit” (1 Cor. 2:14). This rule is a 
proposition, a moral test. It calls to all 
who would know Christ, and bids them 
begin to do His will, to walk in the 
light He has given, and promises them 
that they shall know. 

Where is the individual who carefully 
follows the revealed will of God, who has 
not come to the knowledge of salvation 
and fellowship with God? This verse is 
the answer to all those who profess they 
are doing their best and have no need of 
conversion. If they are actually doing 
their best, they have complied with this 
moral test in the imitation of the life 
of Him whom all concede to be the Best 
Man. According to Jesus, all such shall 
know of the teachings whether they be 
of God, because in the pursuance of His 
will they discover Him. The will to do 
His will is a determination to trust and 
@ * 

“If any man willeth to do bis 

will, he shall know of the teach- 
ing, whether it be of God, or 
whether I speak from myself,” 
John 7:17, R. V. 
@ es 
follow the light. One cannot walk long 
in that light without discovering the 
Light of the World. 

Ill. THE WILL OF GOD IS SO RE- 
VEALED THAT EVERYONE MAY 
KNOW IT. The gospel is a revelation of 
God’s will to man. It tells men how to be 
saved, specifying the terms of salvation. 
According to those terms it is the will 
of God for men to repent. “The Lord is 
not * * * willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repentance” 
(2 Pet. 3:9). Repentance is the first step 
in following Him. It is the point at 
which we experience godly sorrow for 
our sinful plight—become sorry enough 
to cease our practice of sin, to make nec- 
essary restitution, and to turn and pursue 
a life of holiness. 

The will of God includes all that is 
best for man. It embraces all .that is 
righteous. Those interested in knowing 
His will may find it by reading the Word 
of God. This is a further challenge to 
those who claim to be doing their best, 
living lives above reproach, yet without 
Christ. Let them look into the Word of 
God and they may discover that they are 
following their own ways instead of 
God’s will. ““We have turned every one 
to his own way” (Isa. 53:6). The way 
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of man and the will of God are diametri- 
cally opposed to each other. They are 
opposite poles. It is certain, therefore, 
that no one is doing his best to be right- 
eous who disdains to look into and follow 
the teachings of the Bible. The most cur- 
sory observation of lives and conduct of 
those who reject the Bible reveals the 
fact that they have not earnestly sought 
to know and do His will. They have not 
complied with the moral test, and con- 
sequently do not belong to that company 
of believers who “know.” 

IV. GOD HAS NOT LEFT US 
MERELY TO OUR FEELINGS FOR 
PROOF OF OUR SALVATION. Feel- 
ings fluctuate. They are as changeable as 
the weather. Man needs evidence of salva- 
tion as truly on a cloudy dayxas when 
the sun is shining; in time of sorrow as 
well as in time of joy; in the night, the 
bleak and dreary starless night far more 
than on the cloudless day. Praise the 
Lord for assurance through all the 
changes of life. And while it is true that 
feelings of inexpressible joy belong to the 
Christian experience, there are sorrows, 
burdens and disappointments. God did 
not want us to be without the consola- 
tion of knowing, so He has given us four- 
fold evidence of our salvation. 

1. The Testimony of Conscience. It is 
impossible that the conscience should not 
distinguish between the two lives, a life 
of sin, and one in harmony with God. So 
the conscience of the saved registers “No 
condemnation” (Rom. 8:1). “Beloved, 
if our heart condemn us not, then have 
we confidence toward God” (1 Jno. 
3:21). “We have peace with God” 
(Rom. 5:1). 

2. The Testimony of the Intellect. 
Certain conditions are clearly defined for 
the seeking soul to meet. He is advised 
to repent, believe and confess. When he 
is assured that these are God’s own bond- 
ed propositions, and that he has wholly 
complied with them, he can rest with 
confidence on the written promises of 
God. He can say, “I know He accepts 
me, for I have accepted Him and fully 
trust Him.” He can know this in spite 
of circumstances. 


3. The Testimony of the Spirit. This 
differs from the testimony of the intel- 
lect in that it does not come through the 
five senses, nor is it the result of any 
intellectual deductions. It is purely super- 
natural and spiritual. “The Spirit, him- 
self, beareth witness with our spirit, that 
we are children of God” (Rom. 8:15, 
16, R. V.). What can be more blessed

Boogers!! 


Of course, to some people, this word 
is boogey man, but to thousands of our 
American children it is just plain 
“BOOGERS.” I think this fellow must 
have come along after Noah Webster, or 
Noah just didn’t pay any attention to 
him—he doesn’t say much about him. 

In reality, a “booger” is something 
that does not exist; but which someone, 
who imagines himself to be very intelli- 
gent, big and smart, tries to make an- 
other, whom he imagines to be less in- 
telligent, weak and faint-hearted, believe 
does exist. 

Let me digress here enough to say that 
the Bible says ‘“‘all liars shall have their 
part,” and the parent who tells his or 
her child that there is a “booger” in the 
closet, under the bed or in the dark, is 
telling a lie and sinning against the child. 
A child should be taught against all fear 
except the fear of God, and many of 
them have had fears stamped on their 
hearts that will follow them to the grave. 
It were far better for many of them to 
have the solitude of a closet, the lowly 
position of being under the bed or the 
friendship of the dark, than the presence 
of some bigoted, selfish, thoughtless per- 
sons. This is somewhat aside from the 
point, but it is germane. We're still 
talking about “boogers.” 

Well, there are a great many “boogers” 
attached to every subject and activity. 
And I suppose there are more of them 
attached to holiness than any one thing 
in the world. Do you remember how peo- 
ple used to tell about holiness people 
blowing out the lights, and all sorts of 
unseemly things, until you were afraid 
to go about them? There wasn’t a thing 
to it. I admit that they usually had oil 
lamps and sometimes the wind blew them 
out, but they tried to light them as 
quickly as possible. I admit that some- 
times the devil’s gang took advantage of 
the surrounding conditions and the fact 
that our people were kind, gentle and 
generous, to do things that were un- 
seemly, in the back of the house. I admit 
that there were some of the devil’s crowd 
so bold as to join in the activities of wor- 
ship and bring the devil’s filth and slime 
into the circle of the genuine. I admit 
that some of our people have failed and 
brought horrible reproach on the cause, 
but it was all against the principle and 
intention of the cause and to the shame 
and disgrace of the true leadership. The 
stories you heard about it were for the 
purpose of creating “boogers” and scar- 
ing you away. 


Do you remember how they told about . 


their working psychological tricks, hyp- 
notizing, putting on powders, etc.? 
They told you that was what brought 
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about the shouts and other demonstra- 
tions of the power of God; but, brother, 
when you came in contact with the real- 
ities you found that wonderful joy 
flooded your soul, instead of hypnotism 
or a psychological trick which caused the 
demonstrations of your body—and you 
found that it took minute and deep con- 
secration to bring the evidence of the 
Holy Ghost (speaking in tongues) to 
your life. They said it was powders—how 
laughable, and yet how deplorable! There 
are other things just as laughable and 
just as deplorable. ‘“‘Boogers’’!!!, ‘“‘boog- 
ers”!!!, “boogers”!!! 

All this brings us up to our main point 
of discussion—today’s biggest “‘booger” 
—the grandpappy ef all the grandpas of 
all the “boogers.” And now before I go 
further with the discussion, I want you 
to make me a solemn promise—that you 
won’t let your righteous indignation get 
aroused to the point that you fly into a 
holy rage and throw this article and all 
that is with it into the fire—that you 
will read this article through, that you 
will study it and analyze it, if it gives 
you nervous prostration and lockjaws 
the devil. 

Now, let’s catch this “BOOGER” and 
try him, and if we find him guilty let’s 
hunt up the sour apple tree that they 
swung John Brown to and hang the 
“booger” on it, once and forever and 
for always. Take a few minutes now 
and get yourself all calmed down and 
think about all those old powder “‘boog- 
ers,” and get a good grip on yourself so 
you won’t get too shocked when I men- 
tion this next “booger.” 

All right, now, are you all set and 
ready? Do you think you can stand it 
now? Well, here goes—get ready—here 
she comes: C-O-L-L-E-G-E!!! 
“Boogers”!!, “‘boogers”!! Wait; wait; 
wait now—you know you said you 
would see me through with this thing, 
so come on—don’t throw this article 
down—quiet yourself and think of some 
of those other “boogers,” and how they 
turned out. 

Now are you all quiet? Well, if you 
are, let’s just catch this “booger” like 
we have so many others and take him 
apart. Here he is; let’s look at him. Noah 
Webster says: “College. 1. A body of 
persons engaged in common pursuits, or 
having common interests, and sometimes, 
by character, peculiar rights and privi- 
leges. (So, my brother, if you and I have 
common interests; if we are pursuing the 
same course, we are a college, and each 
of us members. And I am so happy that 
we have special rights and privileges, by 
the constitution.) 2. A company; assem- 
blage. (Don’t you like assemblages? Oh! 





I wish we had more of them.) 3. A so- 
ciety of scholars or friends of learning in- 
corporated for study or instruction, 
especially in the higher branches of 
knowledge; also, a building or buildings 
used by them. (Do you find anything 
like this in the Bible? How about 
2 Kings 22:14? You say, “That was in 
the Old Testament.” Well, what about 
the apostles when they said, “It is not 
reason that we should leave the word 
of God and serve tables . . . But we will 
give ourselves continually to prayer, and 
to the ministry of the Word.” Were they 
a group of friends joined for a common 
purpose?) 4. An institution for special 
instruction, usually of a professional 
kind; as, a college of music. (I wish you 
would study about the musicians and 
singers of the Bible. I fear it would take 
too much space here. You don’t like the 
idea of all this note music? How did you 
learn the tunes to the songs you know? 
From someone else? and he learned them 
from someone else? Many of them have 
been passed from one to another until 
they are not recognizable. But the first 
fellow who learned that tune learned it 
from music, and if you knew music you 
wouldn’t have to take the other fellow’s 
word for it.) 5. A course of study, as 
in continental (and formerly Scottish) 
universities, a series of lectures.” 

There he is, look at him carefully. 
Does he look terrible? A place to study 
the Bible, music, etc. “But,” you say, 
“all that other stuff that goes along with 
this thing!” Right here I would like to 
give a. little testimony of experience. 
When I heard how Christian young men 
and women went to college and came 
back infidels, I said, “Deliver me and 
mine from such places,” and I still say 
that, but when I begin to find out the 
real truth of that situation, it is alto- 
gether probable to have all the good 
things about a college without having to 
teach infidelity, atheism, and all those 
other nonessential and damning subjects. 

Then, comes another .terrible monster 
—credits! I heard, “Nobody wants to 
go to college unless it is accredited, and 
you have to have all kinds of moral- 
destroying activities before you can be 
accredited.” I swallowed the statement, 
hook, line and sinker, and I didn’t want 
an accredited school. You know, when 
the minister tells us that we must live a 
humble, consecrated life, we tell him that 
he is a crank and pay no further atten- 
tion, but when he tells us something that 
more or less agrees with our own ideas, we 
are ready to accept it without question. 
Well, when I came to find out more about 
what you have to do to have an accred- 
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The Old

The word “testament” means a will or 
a covenant. The Old Testament, then, 
was an old will, and the New Testament 
was a new will. The Old is called the 
first, while the ‘New is called the second 
(Heb. 10:9). We must bear in mind, 
however, that the former was neither the 
Old nor the First until there came an- 
other. That other was called the New 
Testament because it was the latter. Con- 
sequently, the Old became the old on ac- 
count of the Second. 

What does the word “will” imply? 
What are the requirements of a_ will? 
What must be done to make a will valid? 
First, there must be an inheritance. Sec- 
ond, there must be one or more to re- 
ceive the inheritance. Third, there must 
be a testator, one who makes the will. 
Fourth, the testator must die. Fifth, there 
must be a legal execution of the will. 

Now, the question is: If both wills 
were divinely instituted and both ful- 
filled the plan of God in each dispensa- 
tion, then why was the first weak and 
imperfect? Why did we need the new 
will, anyway? If the old was weak and 
the new is strong, then what are the 
facts which make the difference? 

The Difference 

The essential difference lies in point 
four mentioned above—the death of the 
testator. To illustrate the difference, get 
you a pencil and a sheet of paper and 
do exactly as instructed. Are you ready? 
All right. Draw a circle, approximately 
one inch in diameter. Write within this 
circle the word “God.” Now, draw an- 
other circle of equal size just to the right 
of your first circle. Write within this 
circle the word “priest.” Again, draw 
another circle to the right of your sec- 
ond circle, and write within it the word 
“lamb.” 

Having done this, suppose you open 
your Bible to the 9th chapter of He- 


brews. The 15th verse reads, “And for . 


this cause he is the mediator of the new 
testament that * * * * they which are 
called might receive the promise of eter- 
nal inheritance.” This verse takes care 
of the first two requirements of a will; 
namely, (1) there must be an inheri- 
tance, and (2) there must be one or 
more to receive the inheritance; namely, 
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they which are called. 

Verse 19 reads, “For when Moses had 
spoken every precept to all the people 
according to the law, he took the blood 
of calves-and of goats * * * .” This verse 
takes care of the fifth requirement in 
the making of a will; namely, a legal 
execution of a will; namely, a legal ex- 
ecution of the covenant, that is, by an 
executive according to law. > 

The last clause of verse 17 reads, 
“Otherwise it (the testament) is of no 
strength at all while the ¢estator liveth.” 
This takes care of the third requirement 
of a legal will; namely, there must be a 
testator, one who makes the will. 

The Heart 


Now we are approaching the heart of 
this issue, so follow along carefully. 
Verses 16 and 17 read, “For where a 
testament is, there must also of necessity 
be the death of the testator. For a test- 
ament is of force after men are dead.” 
This takes care of the fourth requirement 
in the execution of a will; namely, the 
testator must die. With these scriptures 
before us, may we look at the circles 
you have drawn on the paper. 

Follow directions carefully. This is 
essential to a clear understanding of the 
difference between the Old and the New 
as to power and effect. Look at the circle 
in which you have written the word 
“God.” All right, beneath that circle 
write the word “testator.” Now look at 
your second circle, the one in which you 
have written the word “priest.” Just be- 
low this circle write the word “‘execu- 
tive.” At last, suppose we look at the 
third circle, the one in which you have 
written the word “lamb.” Beneath this 
circle write the word “offering.” 


Finally, we have reached the point. 
What do you have represented by the 
circles? You have the weakness of the 
Old. One made the will (testator), 
another executed the transaction (execu- 
tive), and still another gave his life 
(offering). In other words, God was the 
testator, the priest was the executive, 
and the lamb was the offering. 

Weakness 


The weakness of the Old will is clearly 
seen under the light of the New. But 
follow carefully now. Ready? Draw a 
rather large circle and at the top and 
within this circle write, “Christ the 
testator.” Draw another circle within 
this first circle and write at the top and 
within the words “Christ the lamb.” 

Having done this, what do you have 
represented by this last diagram? You 
have the power of the New! One made 
the will, the same executed the transac- 
tion, and sfill the same gave his life. In 
other words, Christ the Testator, who 
was Christ the Priest, offered Christ the 
Lamb. Christ brought us the New, full 
of grace and truth. This New was made 


perfect by the Perfect One. 

Suppose we quote a few scriptures, and 
glory to God, I’m beginning to feel like 
shouting. Hallelujah! Heb. 7:19 says, 
“For the law made nothing perfect, but 
the bringing in of a better hope did.” 
In other words, redemption must of 
necessity be administered through the 
perfect. The first was faulty for, “What 
the law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh (look at your 
circles), God sending his Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh,” Rom. 8:3. “For 
if that first covenant had been faultless, 
then should no place have been sought 
for the second,” Heb. 8:7. 

The Better Covenant 

Now we have a better covenant which 
is established upon better promises, Heb. 
8:6. Christ the Testator, who was Christ 
the Priest, offered Christ the Lamb. The 
inheritance is for all, whosoever will. 
Christ came to take away the first that 
He might establish the second and by 
God’s will are we sanctified through the 
offering of the body of Jesus Christ, 
once for all. Heb. 9:9, 10. 

The essential difference between the 
Old and the New is that in the Old the 
testator did not die, but in the New the 
testator did die. Not only did the Son of 
God take the place of the lamb, but He 
executed the transaction, and made the 
will also. Thus our redemption is possible 
through the acceptance of the will made 
effective by the death of the testator.

During the course of this service the 
faculty for the new term was intro- 
duced; comments were made by each of 
the directors; a scripture was read by 
Rev. J. H. Walker, who in turn intro- 
duced the speaker, Rev. R. P. Johnson, 
whose dedicatorial address was very im- 
pressive. 

From the beginning of the term the 
Holy Ghost has been in our midst to 
bless.

Nazis Stop Publication of Religious 
Booklets for Soldiers 

LONDON—The publication of a se- 
ries of religious booklets for German 
soldiers has been discontinued, according 
to the latest official gazette of the Cath- 
olic Army Bishop. 

Commenting on this report the Uni- 
verse recalls that the joint pastoral let- 
ter of the German Bishops issued On 
Passion Sunday protested that while the 
new publication of essential religious 
works are no longer permitted, “anti- 
religious works are being printed in ever- 
increasing quantities.” 
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REV. M. P. CROSS, EXECUTIVE 
SECRETARY OF MISSIONS 





For several years the Mission Board 
has felt that they were in need of some- 
one to take the responsible position as 
Executive Secretary of the Mission 
Board and this year, because of the in- 
creasingly heavy correspondence and un- 
settled conditions throughout the world, 
the Board made an earnest appeal to the 
Church for an Executive Secretary. As 
a result of this appeal, Rev. M. P. Cross 
was appointed this year by the. General 
Assembly as Executive Secretary of 
Missions. 

Brother Cross served as chairman of 
the Mission Board last year and has en- 
joyed twenty-six years of service in the 
ministry. He was licensed as an evangel- 
ist in 1916 and during the following 
years served as pastor, district overseer, 
and state overseer over Michigan, IIli- 
nois, Tennessee, West Virginia and South 
Carolina. He is a member of the Council 
of Twelve and was one of the members 
of the first Mission Board of the Church 
of God organized in 1916. He has been 
a member of the Mission Board every 
year since that time until his recent ap- 
pointment to that of Executive Secre- 
tary. 

He states that in his early life he had 
several visions of the mission fields and 
saw the little negro natives of Haiti just 
as plainly as he did when he visited the 
work there a few years ago. He said he 
once thought that God was preparing 
him for work in the mission fields as a 
missionary, but the opportunity for him 
to serve in\that way never presented it- 
self, and when other members of the 
Board, during the earlier years, became 
discouraged because of the difficult 
problems the Board faced, he never 
swerved from his purpose but continued 
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Massachusetts 


to have faith in the mission cause. 

As a member of the Mission Board, he 
has visited the work in Jamaica, Haiti, 
Bahamas, and Mexico and has, also, vis- 
ited Canada and Cuba. It was my priv- 
ilege to accompany him on some of these 
trips, and I remember especially the time 
when he became seriously ill in Haiti 
with a tropical fever. He almost lost his 
life there among the people he had first 
learned to love in his visions. A few 
days ago I was surprised in a way and, 
indeed, very glad to learn that he is eager 
to return to Haiti to visit again our 
native outstations in the jungles, regard- 
less of the dangers he would encounter 
there. 

During the past ten years the mission 
receipts have increased from approxi- 
mately. $6,000 annually to more than 
$106,000 this year for foreign missions 
alone. Since it was my responsibility and 
privilege last year to handle the corre- 
spondence of missions, I was made to ap- 
preciate more deeply the work of our 
missionaries; and I am certainly thank- 


ful that we now have such a capable 
man as Brother Cross to give more time 
and thorough study to the advancement 
of this noble cause. 

May God especially bless you, Brother 
Cross, and all our missionaries and mis- 
sion workers during these perilous times.

than the sweet whispers of the Spirit to 
the heart that we belong to God. 

God is well able to communicate with 
the human heart. He is not dependent 
upon the physical organs of sight, feeling 
or hearing to convey His message to us. 
Our communion with each other is often 
possible without the utterance of a sound. 
There are signs, the twinkle of the eye, 
a handclasp, certain facial expressions, all 
full of meaning. But God has His own 
means of communication. The Spirit 
speaks directly to the heart. He abides in 
the heart of the born-again, and speaks 
often, assuring us of our relation with 
the Father. 

4. The Testimony of Fruit. The con- 
verted life is a spiritual one, and bears the 
fruit of the Spirit, which is love in its 
various forms and expressions of joy, 
peace, longsufferng, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, and temperance. This is 
“fruit unto holiness” (Gal. 6:22). Such 
fruit can only be born by spiritual lives. 
Perhaps there are imitations, but genuine 
fruit of the Spirit cannot be found in 
lives void of the Spirit. The love of God 
cannot be successfully imitated and its 
presence in any life is a mighty evidence 
of knowing God. “Beloved, let us love 
one another; for love is of God; and 
everyone that loveth is born of God, and 
knoweth God” (1 John 4:7). 

V. THERE IS CERTAIN BLESS- 
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ING AND REWARD FOR ALL WHO 
DO HIS WILL. First, “He shall know 
of the teaching, whether it be of God.” 
Doubtings will give way to knowledge. 
Further, we become His by doing His 
will: “For whosoever shall do the will of 
my God, the same is my brother, and 
my sister, and mother” (Mark 3:35). 
Doing His will is the one and only way 
to heaven: “Not everyone that saith un- 
to me, Lord, Lord, shall enteg into the 
kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth 
the will of my Father which is in 
heaven” (Matt. 7:21).
